RADIOGRAPHIC CHARACTERIS- 
TICS OF ORAL TUMORS 

In examining patients with chronic 
growths or swellings in or about the 
mouth, it is usually necessary to decide 
whether the lesion is an inflammatory 
one or whether it is a benign or malig- 
nant tumor. As a rule, congenital anom- 
alies can readily be ruled out. In such 
cases we attempt to ascertain if the lesion 
is primary and localized or whether it is 
an oral manifestation of a generalized 
condition, or whether it is of metastatic 
origin. Needless to say, radiodontics can 
play an important role in such procedures. 

The Fibroma (varieties of which in- 
clude the Angio-fibroma and Osteo-fibro- 
ma) is the lesion most commonly seen 
in the soft tissues of the mouth. It is a 
benign tumor and can occur in any of the 
oral soft tissues. When it occurs on the 
gum margins or inter-dental papillae, it 
is usually possible to observe some radio- 
gtaphic evidence of resorption of the 
alveolar crests and adjacent alveolar bone. 

The Peripheral Giant Cell Tumor, 
which originates in the marginal perio- 
dontal tissues, shows the same radio- 
graphic characteristics, but usually to a 
greater extent. 

The Central Giant Cell Tumor that 
forms in the deeper portions of the man- 
dible or maxilla, appears as a radiolucent 
area, rather regular in outline with trabe- 
culations running through it.

Pancoast, Pendergrass and Schaeffer 
(1) have stated that a central giant cell 
tumor may be confused with a Dentig- 
erous Cyst, but that the “presence or ab- 
sence of a tooth within the radiolucent 
area” may assist in differential radio- 
graphic diagnosis. 

The Follicular Cyst could more likely 
be mistaken for a central giant cell tumor 
because unlike the dentigerous cyst, it 
does not contain any calcified structures. 
Robinson (2) has called attention to the 
fact that the follicular cyst is ‘formed 
through degeneration of the stellate retic- 
ulum in enamel organs before any calci- 
fied structures have been laid down.” 
However, the most important point of 
differentiation is the greater likelihood of 
trabeculae being present in the central 
giant cell tumor rather than in the other 
two lesions. 

The Radicular Cyst is quite easily rec- 
ognized as a radiolucent area at the apex 
of a tooth root, while the Periodontal 
Cyst occurs laterally along the root sur- 
face. The Residual Cyst manifests itself 
as a radiolucent area after extraction has 
been performed on teeth associated with 
the two previously mentioned cysts, and 
allowing the cystic areas to remain and 
possibly further proliferate. 

Some cysts that occur in the maxilla or 
mandible and which may be mistaken 
for radicular or follicular cysts can be 
differentiated on an anatomic basis. A 
practicable basis for such procedure is 
Robinson's classification of cysts of the 
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jaws (2). Included in this group are the 
Median Alveolar Cyst that is situated be- 
tween the maxillary central incisors; the 
Median Palatine Cyst located between the 
two halves of the palate; and the Median 
Mandibular Cyst, between the mandibular 
central incisors. Others are the Incisive 
Canal Cyst that forms in the incisive 
canal from embryonal remnants and the 
Globulomaxillary Cyst, that forms be- 
tween the globular (median palatine) 
process and the maxillary process from 
embryonal remnants. 

The so-called “Traumatic Cysts” re- 
semble the other bone cysts radiographic- 
ally, but in such cases, the patient's 
history and findings at operation are of 
value. Such lesions may or may not have 
a membranous lining. 

Metabolic dysfunctions, including Os- 
teitis Fibrosa Cystica; Osteitis Deformans 
(Paget’s Disease); and the Xanthoma- 
toses, such as Hand-Schuller-Christian’s 
Disease, Gaucher's Disease and Niemann- 
Pick’s Disease, may also destroy bone and 
produce the appearance of cysts. All of 
these lesions are more readily differen- 
tiated by histologic examination and 
blood studies. 

Actinomycosis and Syphilis may pro- 
duce lesions that appear cystic. Here 
again, laboratory studies are of value. 

The Ameloblastomas (adamantinomas ) 
which are usually classified as benign 
tumors of the jaws, sometimes show 
malignant characteristics. They vary in 
their rate of growth; their tendency to re- 
currence and in their clinical and radio- 
gtaphic appearance. If they are of the 
monocystic type, the prognosis is always 
better than when they occur with many 
compartments. These lesions appear as 
radiolucent areas with dividing radio- 
paque septa. 

The radiopaque lesions, such as Oste- 
oma, Odontoma and Cementoma, as a 
tule do not present much difficulty in 
diagnosis. The osteoma is a rare, slow- 
growing, dense tumor that can be periph- 


eral or central and is considered to be a 
benign tumor. The other two lesions are 
usually discovered accidentally in routine 
radiographic procedure, or else develop 
cystic degeneration and are made obvious 
by the presence of chronic enlargement 
of an area in either jaw. 

Recurrent swellings of the floor of the 
mouth or parotid region should cause one 
to rule out the possibility of stones in the 
ducts or bodies of the salivary glands in 
these regions. Radiographic examination 
usually readily reveals the presence of 
such objects. Ranula, Dermoid Cysts, 
Branchial Cleft Cysts and Thyroglossal 
Cysts should be kept in mind because of 
their being associated with structures ad- 
jacent to the dentist's field. Radiography 
can be of help in such cases by use of 
injection of a radiopaque solution. 

The most common malignant lesion 
seen in the mouth is the Epithelioma 
(Epidermoid Carcinoma). As the name 
implies, it starts in the epithelium, and 
if umarrested, invades the adjacent bone. 
This tumor produces an irregular “moth- 
eaten” appearance of the bone. The 
greatest amount of destruction occurs at 
and follows the initial point of invasion 
from the epithelium. Invasion of the jaw 
bones by epithelioma may resemble osteo- 
myelitis. It is important to remember that 
the epithelioma originates in the surface 
epithelium and then extends from the sur- 
face into the bone, whereas osteomyelitis 
starts deeper in the bone. 

Chronic swellings of comparatively 
long standing in the palate should make 
one suspicious of epithelioma of maxil- 
lary sinus origin. Erosion of the floor and 
walls of the sinuses is very obvious in 
radiographs of such cases. 

Primary Sarcomas of the jaws are not 
uncommon. occur most often in 
young or middle-aged individuals. These 
lesions show both osteosclerosis and osteo- 


porosis. 
As mentioned elsewhere with Sweet 
(3), the osteosclerostic type produces new

Highlights of ae D. A. Meeting 


in Boston 


The 88th annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association at Boston, Mass., 
from Aug. 4 to 8, was one of the largest 
and most successful dental conventions 
ever held. 

Featuring the first post-war scientific 
sessions of the A.D.A. and the Tenth 
International Dental Congress, which 
last met in Vienna in 1936, the meeting 
was attended by more than 10,000 per- 
sons, including delegates from 41 na- 
tions. In addition, there were several 
thousand wives and children who ac- 
companied the dentists to New England 
for vacation trips before and after the 
convention sessions. 

All scientific sessions and clinics, with 
the exception of a number of special 
demonstrations at Massachusetts General 
and Boston City hospitals, were held at 
Mechanics’ Building together with dis- 
plays of commercial and health exhibits. 

General sessions and meetings of the 
House of Delegates were in the Imperial 
ballroom of the Statler Hotel. 

Through special arrangements made 
by Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, general sec- 
retary, each delegate, for the first time 
in the history of the Association, had his 
own desk an the floor of the House. 
Delegates were seated by trustee districts 
and portable microphones enabled each 
delegate to address the assembly without 
leaving his seat. A new type of secret 
ballot was. used which permitted more 
speedy voting in the various election con- 
tests. 

Dr. H. B. Washburn of St. Paul, 
Minn., was formally installed as the new 
president of the Association, succeeding

Dr. Washburn was born June 8, 1884 
at Red Wing, Minn. He was graduated 
from the dental school of Northwestern 
University, Chicago, in 1905, and opened 
general practice at Zumbrota, Minn. that 
year. Since 1914, he has been engaged in 
general dental practice at St. Paul. 

For many years Dr. Washburn has 
played a prominent role in organized 
dentistry. He is a former president and 
secretary of the St. Paul District Dental 
Society and is a past president of the 
Minnesota State Dental Association. He 
formerly served as chairman of the Full 
Denture Section of the American Dental 
Association and from 1940 to 1946 was 
a member of the Board of Trustees, rep- 
resenting the states of Minnesota and 
Iowa. He was named president-elect of 
the American Dental Association by the 
House of Delegates at Miami, Fla., in 
October, 1946. 
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Dr. Clyde E. Minges, of Rocky Mount, 
N. C., was named president elect, win- 
ning over Dr. Fred J. Wolfe, Sr., of New 
Orleans, La. 

Other A.D.A. officers elected were: 
Dr. Philip Adams, of Boston, local ar- 
rangements chairman for the convention, 
first vice president; Dr. Fred A. Rich- 
mond, of Kansas City, Kan., second vice 
president; Dr. A. M. Smith, of Tampa, 
Fla., third vice president; and Dr. Ros- 
coe H. Volland, of Iowa City, Ia., treas- 
urer. 

Dr. LeRoy M. Ennis, of Philadelphia, 
was unanimously re-elected trustee for the 
Third district (Pennsylvania). In four 
other trustee districts, contests developed. 

For the Fourth district (Delaware, 
District of Columbia, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Puerto Rico, Army, Navy, Public 
Health Service and Veterans Adminis- 
tration), Dr. Daniel F. Lynch of Wash- 
ington, D. C., was elected. The balloting 
was 181 for Dr. Lynch and 175 for Dr. 
George Anderson, of Baltimore. 

For the Fifth district (Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Virginia) 
Dr. James E. John, Sr., of Roanoke, Va., 
was elected, defeating Dr. Edward L. 
Thompson, of Daytona Beach, Fla., by a 
vote of 193 to 156. A third candidate for 
trustee of the Fifth district, Dr. Howard 
B. Higgins of Spartanburg, S. C., with- 
drew as the balloting started. 

For the Eighth district (Illinois), Dr. 
Harold W. Oppice, of Chicago, was re- 
elected as trustee, defeating Dr. Frank 
J. Hurlstone, also of Chicago, 233 to 104. 

For the Ninth district (Michigan and 
Wisconsin), Dr. O. H. Moen, of Water- 
town, Wis., was elected, receiving 184 
votes to 150 votes for Dr. E. C. Wetzel, 
of Milwaukee, Wis. 

Faced with rising costs of operation 
and demands for expanded activities the 
House of Delegates approved a budget 
submitted by the Board of Trustees, auth- 
orizing expenditures of $1,076,578.46 


for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1948, 
but appended instructions to the Board 
to curtail all expenditures wherever pos- 
sible. 

According to budget estimates of the 
Board of Trustees, total anticipated in- 
come for the fiscal year is $764,000, leav- 
ing an estimated deficit of $312,578.46. 

On motion of the delegation of the 
Dental Society of the State of New York, 
the House approved a plan to raise dues 
$6 to a total of $12 annually. Under 
the A.D.A. constitution this proposal 
must lay over for one year and if again 
authorized by the House of Delegates at 
the 1948 meeting, the increase will take 
effect January 1, 1949. 

Delegates voted down a proposal to 
assess all members $2 to help meet the 
estimated deficit. Likewise, delegates re- 
jected a proposal to restrict publication 
of THE JOURNAL of the American Dental 
Association to one issue a month instead 
of two issues monthly. 


Action on the new constitution and 
by-laws which was first considered at the 
1946 meetirig at Miami, Fla., was post- 
poned to 1948 to allow additional study 
of the proposed revisions and changes. 

The House approved a program for the 
expansion of direct services by the Central 
Office staff to all state and component 
societies. 

In other actions, the House of Dele- 
gates: 

Directed the Committee on Legislation 
to seek federal legisiation to establish 
the Dental Corps of each branch of 
service on equal parity with the Medical 
Corps and other staff corps. 

Approved a recommendation of the 
Council on Dental Therapeutics that the 
Council discontinue granting the Seal of 
Acceptance to non-therapeutic dentifrices. 

Accepted requirements prepared by the 
Council on Dental Education for the ac- 
crediting of schools for dental hygienists. 

Voted to extend the Accreditation Plan 





for dental laboratories to all states as soon 
as possible. 

Expressed general approval of a plan 
to certify specialists approved by exam- 
ining boards. 

Closed the separate office of the Relief 
Commission and directed that records be 
transferred to the Central Office in 
Chicago. Full control of relief funds, 
however, was vested in the Relief Com- 
mission. 

Authorized the appointment of a com- 
mittee to cooperate with the American 
Dental Hygienists Association and urged 
that state societies follow the national 
pattern in establishing liaison committees 
with dental assistants’ organizations. 

Urged state societies to establish joint 
medico-dental committees with state med- 
ical societies. 

Approved a recommendation of Presi- 
dent Mead that the teaching of dental 
economics in dental schools be improved, 
and that more adequate training be pro- 
vided in the use of general anesthetics. 

Recommended that all state and com- 
ponent societies appoint special commit- 
tees on dentistry for children. 

Directed that active measures be taken 
to provide for the training of technicians 
under the control of accredited dental 
schools and recommended that such train- 
ing in proprietary schools be discouraged. 

Authorized a special study of proce- 
dures under which the size of the House 
of Delegates can be reduced. 

Urged the immediate establishment of 
state and local committees for assistance 
to veterans. 

Approved a recommendation that the 
American Dental Association take leader- 
ship in coordinating various international 
dental groups for the purpose of develop- 
ing universal plans for better dental 
health throughout the world. 

Went on record opposing free dental 
care for any person able to pay for such 


cate except that specifically authorized for 
research. 


Authorized the Committee on Dental 
Economics to make a study of dental 
activities engaged in by agencies of the 
federal government, and to complete a 
statistical report of the distribution of 
dentists in the United States. 

Voted to discontinue the Gorgas Me- 
morial Committee and the Committee on 
Trade Relations. 

Approved a plan of selecting meeting 
dates three years in advance and author- 
ized meetings for the next three years as 
follows: Chicago, 1948; San Francisco, 
1949; and Atlantic City, 1950; with the 
reservation that suitable dates and accom- 
modations be available. 

Elected to life membership nearly 
1,000 dentists from 34 states. 

A number of distinguished persons ad- 
dressed meetings of the House of Dele- 
gates, the Tenth International Dental 
Congress and general convention sessions. 
Speakers included Congressman Joseph 
W. Martin, Jr., of Massachusetts, speaker 
of the United States House of Represen- 
tatives; Congressman Leo F. Allen, of 
Illinois, chairman of the rules committee 
of the House of Representatives; Dr. 
George F. Lull, secretary and general 
manager of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation; Dr. A. E. Rowlett, of Leicester, 
England, president of the Federation 
Dentaire Internationale; Dr. Charles F. L. 
Nord, of Amsterdam, Holland, secretary 
general of the F.D.I.; Maj. Gen. A. B. 
Austin, director of the British Army 
Dental Service; Temporary Mayor John 
B. Hynes, of Boston, who awarded keys 
of the city to officers and trustees; and 
Governor Robert F. Bradford, of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The Miller Prize, founded after the 
death of Dr. W. D. Miller in Berlin 40 
years ago, was awarded to Dr. Juan 
Carrea, of Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
posthumously to the late Dr. William H. 
G. Logan, of Chicago, former president 
of the Federation Dentaire Internationale. 
Mrs. Donald L. LaChance, of Kennil- 
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worth, Illinois, daughter of Dr. Logan, 
accepted the prize in behalf of her father. 

The Georges Villain prize, in honor of 
the late president of the F.D.I. who was 
killed in an automobile accident in France 
in 1939, was awarded by Dr. Henri Vil- 
lain, president of the French Dental As- 
sociation and brother of the late F.D.I. 
president, to Dr. Allan G. Brodie, of 
Chicago, dean of the dental school of the 
University of Illinois.

Dean Van Kirk is a member of the 
International Association for Dental Re- 
search and has served as editor of the 
Pittsburgh Section of this association. He 
organized the Dental Department of the 
Presbyterian Hospital and is chief of 
staff of this department at the present 
time.

In accordance with Article XI, Section 
4, of the Constitution the following 
action, taken by the House of Delegates 
of the American Dental Association on 
August 7; is transmitted to you for con- 
sideration : 

“The House of Delegates has approved 
a recommendation of the Reference 
Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws that the annual membership dues 
in the Association be raised to $12.00 
a year, an increase of $6.00 annually.”

The Board approved the plan as estab- 
lished by the Veterans Dental Society of 
Luzerne County to conduct post-graduate 
courses by engaging members of Dental 
School Faculties to instruct in these 
courses. 

Dr. Cloyd S. Harkins was authorized 
to represent the Board at the annual meet- 
ing of the American Association of Den- 
tal Examiners held at Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, on August 2 and 3, 1947. Dr. 
Harkins also represented the Board at 
the meeting of the American Dental Hy- 
giene Association held in Boston on Aug- 
ust 4, 1947. 

Dr. Reuben E. V. Miller, Secretary of 
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the Board, was delegated to attend all 
future meetings of the Trustees of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society. The 
Board of Trustees requested that a mem 
ber of the State Dental Council and Ex 
amining Board be delegated to 

future meetings of the Trustees. 

The following advice was received 
from the Deputy Attorney General 
signed to the Department of Public Ip 
struction regarding the right of licensed 
dental hygienists to apply a two per ce 
solution of sodium fluoride to the teeth: 

“You have asked us to advise you 

whether a dental hygienist can be a 

thorized to use a solution of sodium o 

potassium fluoride to prevent tooth 

cay. 

In our opinion, if the application of 

such a solution to the teeth does 

or is not employed to accomplish the 
removal of tartar deposits, accretio 
and stains from the exposed surfaces 
of the teeth or from directly beneath 
the free margin of the gums, its ap 
plication by a dental hygienist is fi 
bidden by the General Dental Ls 

Sections 2 and 10, as amended. 

Section 2 of the General Dental La 

Act of 1933, P. L. 216, 63 P. S. Se 

tion 121, provides in part as follows: 

‘A “Dental Hygienist” is one who 
legally licensed as such * * * 
remove tartar deposits, accretio 
and stains from the exposed surface 
of the teeth and directly beneath tht 
free margin of the gums, * * * 
under the general supervision of 
licensed and registered dentist, a 
not otherwise, and who does ne 





perform any other operation or 
work on the teeth, jaws, gums or 
mouth whatever.’ 
Section 10 of the General Dental Law, 
Act of 1933, P. L. 216, 63 P. S. Sec- 
tion 121, provides in part as follows: 
‘It is unlawful for any dentist to per- 
mit any dental hygienist operating 
under his general supervision to per- 
form any operation other than those 
included within practice as a ‘Den- 
tal Hygienist,” as defined * * *.’ 
(by the above quoted section). 
These two sections of the General 
Dental Law specifically forbid a den- 
tal hygienist from doing anything to 
the teeth, jaws, gums, or mouth that 
is not part of the operation of work 
he performs in removing tartar de- 
posits, accretions or stains. 
The answer to the question, therefore, 
is one of fact which should be deter- 
mined by the State Dental Council and 
Examining Board, i.e., is the applica- 
tion of the fluoride solutions part of 
the removal of tartar deposits, accre- 
tions and stains. 
We have been informed that the ap- 
plication of these solutions is intended 
to prevent dental caries, but it does not 
appear from the information made 
available to us that this application 
does or is intended to accomplish the 
above described removals. Consequent- 
ly, we believe that a dental hygienist 
may not be authorized to make the 
applications.”

The Annual Award Committee calls 
attention to the following guides which 
were drawn up and recommended as a 
basis on which the Annual Award will 
be made. These conditions were accepted 
at the last meeting of the House of Del- 
egates and it is the hope of the Annual 
Award Committee that they are thorough- 
ly considered by those groups wishing to 
submit nominees for the award. 

Because this award is made on a State 
wide basis and because this committee 
is asked to consider nominees from all 
districts of the State, we would greatly 
appreciate a rather detailed biographical 
sketch of the nominee together with an 
outline of significant attainments and 
other attributes of the nominee which 
prompts you to put his name forward. 

Following herewith is a list of the 
principles by which we shall be governed: 

(A) The Annual Award Committee 
shall be composed of the immediate five 
past presidents with the senior in service 
acting as the chairman of the committee. 

(B) The Committee shall at each An- 
nual Session of the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society recommend to the So- 
ciety, the name of the dentist who in its 
judgment has contributed original re- 
search, or whose significant attainments 
and high standing have been of such 
character as to have materially aided and 
advanced the science and art of dentistry, 
or whose public life and activities have 
been of such a nature as to reflect great 


credit to the profession. 

(C) In case the Committee decided 
that during any year no one has attained 
the standards set, it shall so report. 

(D) No member of the Committee 
shall be. considered eligible. 

(E) No nominations for any year shall 
be considered after February 1. 

(F) The presentation shall be made 
at a General Session of the Annual 
Meeting. 

(G) The chosen recipient of the 
Award shall be notified one month in 
advance of the presentation date so he 
can accept and so that arrangements can 
be made. Posthumous award shall be 
made if the family of the deceased 
desires. 

(H) The Editor of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Journal shall publish a pic 
ture of the recipient and a story of the 
presentation in the next issue of the 
JOURNAL. 

(1) The Committee shall in each OG 
tober issue of the JOURNAL outline the 
foregoing requirements and solicit the 
submission of nominees for the award. 

(J) The names of all nominees sug: 
gested together with letters and biograph- 
ical data shall be turned over to subse- 
quent committees and shall be considered 
for six years from the date of submission,

bone which forms in striae perpendicular 
to the shaft, producing a characteristic 
“sun-tay effect,” and ending free in the 
soft tissues. Sometimes the sclerotic tissue 
is so dense that all semblance of normal 
bone is lost. 

The osteolytic type manifests itself as 
a radiolucent area with no evidence of 
new bone formation. 

Endothelial Myeloma (Ewing's Tu- 
mor) is a tumor that runs a rapid course 
with fatal termination. It can occur both 
primarily and secondarily in the jaws, 
although primary maxillary and mandibu- 
lar lesions are more rare. While its radio- 
gtaphic characteristics vary, the most con- 
sistent and usual feature observed is its 
formation of so-called “‘onion-skin”’ 
parallel layers of new bone along the 
long dimensions of the bones. 

Thoma (4) has written that sometimes 
a Metastatic lesion in the jaws “has been 
the chief complaint for which the patient 
sought relief.” Such metastases have been 
known to come from the gastro-intestinal 
tract, the nasopharynx, bronchus, thyroid, 


breast, kidney region, and the prostate 
gland. 

The metastatic carcinomas and sat- 
comas have the same radiographic char- 
acteristics as the previously-described 
primary lesions. 

SUMMARY 

Diagnosis of oral growths requires 
familiarity with the salient differentiating 
features between chronic inflammatory 
and benign and malignant lesions. Radio- 
graphic characteristics are an important 
part of such knowledge. 

Proper interpretation of these char- 
acteristics is an important cancer control 
measure.

Dr. CHaRLEs R. SCHOLL 

Funeral services for Dr. Charles R. 
dentist and former president of the Historica} 
Society of Berks County, who died May 19 ig 
the Reading Hospital, were held at 1:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon in the Henninger 
Funeral Home. 

Officiating at the services were the Rev. Dr, 
W. R. Siegart, pastor of St. Matthew's Luth 
eran Church, and the Rev. D. U. Drucken 
miller, pastor of Faith Lutheran Church, Mt 
Penn. 

Doctor Scholl was born in Bernville and 
attended schools in Reading and Schuylkilf 
Seminary, now Albright College. He later 
taught at Hilltop School before attending the 
Philadelphia Dental School. 

In a letter received at his home shortly 
after his death, Doctor Scholl was made a life 
member of the Pennsylvania Dental Society, 
He had served on the society's board of 
trustees. 


Known as Historian 


Doctor Scholl lived at 206 Windsor St. and 
maintained his office in the Medical Arts 
Building on North Fifth St. He was widely 
known for his active interest in the historical 
society and was elected president of the organi- 
zation in December, 1917, holding the position 
until 1929, when he retired from the post. 

Doctor Scholl was chairman of the pilgrim 
age and historical sites committee of the 
society, served as a member of the council for 
many years and was also closely associ 
with the work of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Commission. 

He had an important part in the work of 
obtaining the markers recently set up in 
County by the commission to designate im 
portant historical sites. 

He was an active member of the Blue 
Mountain Eagle Climbing Club and of the 
committee named to plan for the celebration 
of Reading's bicentennial in 1948. Previously, 
he had been active on committees which af 
ranged Reading's 175th anniversary observance 
in 1923. 

Doctor Scholl was a member of St. Mat 
thew’s Lutheran Church. 

In addition to his many other activities, 
he was chairman of the board of directors of 
the Conrad Weiser Memorial Commission. He 
also belonged to the Golden Circle of Temple 
University, having served 50 years of active 
participation in his field of work. ‘

son, Dr. Carle H. Scholl. He was a past presi- 
dent of the Reading Dental Society.
